ernment representatives to carry oh 
ths work of ths Economic Confer¬ 
ence.

Officers of 
the army appear to be behind the 
movement, which as yet has not as¬ 
sumed the ugly proportions of a revo¬ 
lution. 

Catalonia, or the “Catalan prov¬ 
inces.” have been referred to fre¬ 
quently as Spain’s Ireland. 

Its people have enjoyed Independ¬ 
ence In their lime and never have 
admitted that they were Spanish,, Qn 
racial grounds they have consider¬ 
able Justification for their claim. 
Their language differs from Castilian 
and In appearance and temperanwnt 
the Catalans are very unlike the In¬ 
habitants of the rest of Spain. 

In particular they are Industrious 
and enterprising and between their 
bustling capital. Barcelona, one of 
the busiest manufacturing and com¬ 
mercial cities in Europe, and auch 
sleepy centres as Madrid the con¬ 
trast is as marked as between Chi¬ 
cago and any overgrown Podunk. 

In wha.t grows out of this, rather 
than because pf any sentimental 
wish for a separate national life, la 
to be found the reason for the Cata¬ 
lan separation 1 st movement. Being 
the great producing section of the 
country. Catalonia pays the bulk of 
the taxes—but Madrid spends them. 
In fart. In the Catalans' opinion. 
Madrid throws them away. They 
object to supporting ths rest of 
8pain. - 

For this waste, as Catalonia sees 
it. the Hpanish war in Morocco is 
mainly responsible. When the war 
lags, so does the separationist 
movement.
